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Continuation of 10. Other: It is unclear what applicant is trying to argue. It appears that applicant is arguing Roche does not have a 
controllably variable pressure transformer (stated on page 8 line 6-7), since the transformer of Roche includes a plurality of fixed 
displacement gear drives (note emphasis added to page 7 line 13); going on to state that 'There is no apparent teaching in Roche for 
anything other than fixed pressure amplification" (page 8 line 10-11). The examiner is going to assume (since applicant has not provided 
suficient discussion as to why Roche does not have a variable transformer) that applicant is identifying each of the fixed displacers as 
being one of the claimed transformers. Applicant is mistaken. The variable transformer is a combination of the first and second sets of 
fixed displacers (278, 286, respectively), along with the associated valving, which allows the transformer to be variable. 
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
